Andover teachers marched 
more than 200 strong to the 
school committee’s meeting 
Tuesday night, to protest over- 
crowded classrooms, elimina- 
tion of class offerings, and 
other ‘‘substandard con- 
ditions.”’ 

They also cited ‘‘lack of 
respect and esteen held by the 
committee for the teachers’’ 
who are, they claimed, working 
in an atmosphere ‘‘saturated 
with tension.”’ 

They will, they said through 
AEA President Pat Leahy, no 
longer stand back and remain 
passive ‘‘in the face of the com- 


* 


mitee’s lack of compromise, 
consistent misuse of authority 
and its perpetuation of a state 
of affairs that has polarized this 
community and demoralized 
our professional staff.”’ 

The teachers, driving cars 
with ‘‘Andover Teachers Care’”’ 
stickers, massed at East Junior 
High and followed their arm- 
banded ‘‘group leaders’”’ over to 
the Stowe School meeting 
place. 

They quietly lined the walls 
and after filling the 60-some 
seats in the room, then sat on 
the floor to the side of the com- 
mittee’s table and still 
overflowed into the old school’s 
hallway. 

Miss Leahy charged from her 
prepared statement, that the 
school committee’s, ‘‘uncom- 
promising behavior and tactics 

have turned this once-

respected school system into a 
subject for ridicule in the entire 
northeastern region of the 
state.” 

‘The teachers of this com- 
munity are not assembled 
tonight to hear an already well- 
known recital of the indignities 
perpetrated on the town, its 
children and its teachers by the 
school committee,’’ she read.

rhore than 100.”’ 

She said the high school has 
the lowest number of foreign 
language offerings of any 
school in the Merrimack Valley 
when compared on a cost-per- 
pupil basis, and that also at the 
high school, two classes were 
eliminated so the teachers 
could patrol corridors. 

In all schools, she said, 
teachers and secretaries have 
often had to administer 
emergency first aid care 
because of the reduction of the 
nursing staff. 

‘Let it also be stated,’ she 
said, ‘‘that by no stretch of the 
imagination can these and other 
poor conditions be considered 
justifiable or tolerable in a 
school system which loudly 
proclaims superiority.”’ 

If the conditions continue and 
multiply, she said, then the 
school committee should ‘‘ad- 
mit that it has used its zealous, 
tenacious concept of authority 
to cut down the very system it 
was elected to uphold.”’ 

‘Another issue of deep con- 
cern,’’ she went on, ‘‘is the lack 
of respect.and esteem ‘held by 
the school committee for the 
Andover teachers.’’ She said 
they seem “in the midst of a 
vendetta that is both inappror- 
piate and unjustified.”’ 

She also said the staff is ap-

‘‘Let it be stated here that the 
school committee proposal con- 
cerning salary and school year 
is unanimously rejected by the 
entire professional staff. In no 
way and under no cir- 
cumstances will the staff of An- 
dover work for the same or less 
per day next year than this 
year. We consider that our ser- 
vices, both contractual and 
extra-contractual, are valuable 
to the students of the town and 
should be compensated accor- 
dingly. 

‘‘By our presence tonight and 
by this statement, we indicate 
to all those who may doubt it, 
that to say that the Andover 
teachers will back down in their 
concern for education or a de- 
cent, equitable contract, is to 
draw an invalid, erroneous con- 
clusion.”’ 

Chairman Frank Griggs said 
the committee would consider 
the ‘‘facts’’ over the bargaining 
table ‘‘which. is ‘the preper 
place.”’ 

He said the statement was 
meant to be ‘’abrasive and 
hostile’’ and that it had indeed 
been so. 


Committeeman John Lyons 
said he would prefer not to com- 
ment, but took the opportunity 
later on after the meeting had 
been moved over to East Junior 
High auditorium, to call it a 
“vicious attack’ on individual 
members of the committee. 

Committeeman George 
Olesen, who applauded along 
with the teachers in the 
audience, said he had never 
seen teachers so well organiz- 
ed. 

He said he had attempted to 
interest his fellow com- 
mitteemen in open negotiation 
sessions, and felt it would be 
better if they met together in 
the open. 

“t feel that the classroom 
teacher is the one on the firing 
line,’ he said, ‘‘and the one who 
knows what’s working and 
what’s not working.”’ 

Miss Leahy said the AEA 
prefers closéd negotiations, but 
would be willing to meet in dis- 
cussions about the system’s 
problems. 

“Tt's amazing,’’ Olesen said, 
“how the spotlight tends to 
make people feel alike.”

teacher. 

@ At one school the general 
maintenance of the building is 
extremely poor, the plumbing 
leaks, and the heating system is 
so erratic that in winter and 
spring some rooms are in the 
90’s, while others hover all in 
the 50’s, ‘“‘thus turning teaching 
and learning into health 
hazards.”’ 

e In the secondary schools, 
special subject teachers may 
have as many as 45 students per 
class. 

@ On the secondary level in 
Andover there are academic 
classes that are larger than the 
size legally permitted in New 
York City. 

@ At one junior high school 
the student population will have 
increased by 90 students from 
1973 to 1975 without any an- 
nouncement of additional staf- 
fing. 

@ At the high school, program 
of 22 course offerings designed 
to enable students to meet the 
system’s phys ed goals may 
have to be discontinued next 
year ‘‘if the school committee 
persists in keeping department 
one-half of a teacher short and 
arbitrarily dictates a teaching 
schedule which is impossible to 
carry out.’’

Foster. Selectmen Joseph 
Guthrie stated there was a 
grandfather clause we had to 
consider in issuing the license. In 
other words there was a basis for 
the non-conforming use 
classification of the lot. 

Chief Daw stated the original 
license was given unlawfully 
because by law the Fire Chief’s 
Signature has to be on the license 
and it came as a surprise to him 
that the license had been issued. 
Guthrie apologized for this over- 
sight. 

Daw informed the selectmen 
he is refusing to sign the renewal 
license and the reason for his op- 
position was that he was opposed 
to granting the license due to the 
Zoning Laws. Chief Daw stated 
it’s against the town zoning laws 
to issue on out door parking 
license in this area. 

Attorney Paul Kazarosian, 
representing Adams, questioned 
Daw if the parking lot was a fire 
hazard. He stated no. Kazarosian 
asked does Chief Chief Daw have 
the right not to sign a license 
because of a zoning issue? 


Chief Lawlor stated his opjec- 
tion to the renewal was the safety 
factors involved. At the January 
meeting Lawlor had stated there 
was sufficient parking area at 
Western Electric and for safety 
reasons he would recommend 
that the license not be granted. 

Kazarosian said, ‘‘I thought all 
these problems had been settled 
by the fact that the license was 
granted and we are here now for 
a renewal of that license.’’

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Editorial Comment 


At This Point 
In Time 


The committee named to look into the feasibility of 
acquiring the Sacred Heart school property in 
Shawsheen is now faced with a complex problem. 

Nobody in Andover’s official family really wants the 
building, but there is sufficient hedging to produce 
reluctance to officially let the property go on the public 
market. 

Latest action on the Shawsheen property came last 
week, when the school committee could not see a use 
for the building, with the additional phrase, ‘‘at this 
point in time.”’ 

What we think must be a disturbing factor to the study 
committee at this time, is their actual role. 

The real intent of the committee’s work was to look 
into the building and property and advise the town. 
What essentially is happening is the committee is 
probably going to wind up being a decision maker. 

What is probably a bothersome part of the decision 
making process might well revolve around that phrase 
‘fat this point in time.”’ 

While no immediate use of the structure seems feasi- 
ble at the moment, effect of allowing the property as an 
entire parcel to be purchased by private interests could 
have serious consequences. 

Development of the acreage around the property 
would certainly alter the school department’s popula- 
tion growth predictions, as well as effecting other town 
services. 

Can the town obtain the property, minus the building? 

Is there an economic use to which the building can be 
put by any municipal agency? 

These questions seem to be at the heart of the deci- 
sion making process for the Sacred Heart study com- 
mittee now. 

Another question administrators must wrestle with is 
will the decision made in 1975 be regretted a decade or 
so from now. 

Frankly, from our observations, and not based on 
anywhere near the effort made by the study committee 
in examining the property, it is becoming obvious that 
the building itself is, in a sense, an ogre. 

It is structurally sound and a fine piece of architec- 
ture, both inside and out. 

But, it is too large to fit a municipal need and its con- 
version to school use could be too costly. 

Therefore, some concerted effort should be made to 
obtain the land, if it can be separated out. The green in 
front and the playfields across Balmoral street, will 
answer a definite need for the town in such areas as 
open space and recreation area. 

The ultimate decision, of course, must be made by the 
selectmen, then to town meeting. 

Quite possibly the time for negotiations is rapidly ap- 
proaching.

Volunteers 


Boston’s Museum of Science 
seeks both adult and teenage 
volunteers for summer 
assignments. 

Adults may become visitor 
guides who provide information 
about exhibits that might 
otherwise be missed. Rather 
than leading tours, they circulate 
throughout the Museum to dis- 
cuss exhibits informally with 
visitors. They are on duty after- 
noons one-half day a week.

Resign

The appointment process 
was used only last: fall when 
William Van N. Washburn 
was named to temporarily 
fill the seat vacated by John 
Wragg. 

Wragg resigned in 
September, using his state- 
ment to call for the resigna- 
tion of Superintendent 
Kenneth R. Seifert. 

Lyons and Olesen have 
also been considered ‘‘anti- 
administration,’’ and Olesen 
squared off with Seifert 
several times during 
Tuesday’s meeting. At one 
point he suggested that 
summer workshops were a 
“‘taking-care-of-your- 
friends’’ sort of thing and 
told Seifert to come forward 
with a list of persons who 
have filled those slots for the 
past few summers. 

He had earlier, however, 
literally applauded the 
presentation by AEA Presi- 
dent Pat Leahy (see story, 
page 3) and it was he who 
made the subsequent motion 
to move the meeting from 
the crowded Stowe con- 
ference room to the East 
auditorium. 

Lyons, on the other hand, 
had called the AEA state- 
ment ‘‘a vicious, hateful at- 
tack”’ on the committee that 
would, he said, ‘‘be 
emblazoned on the 
headlines.”’ 

He said attacks on the 
committee were now com- 
ing at the rate of about one a 
month, beginning in 
February with Business 
Manager Edward Weil’s 
resignation speech, and 
followed in April with 
former Committeeman 
Richard Katz’s motion at 
Town Meeting to deny the 
committee legal funds in 
next year’s budget. 

Weil said he resigned 
because he could not ethical- 
ly be associated with actions 
by some school com- 
mitteemen. While not iden- 
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tifying those involved, he 
said one had pressured him 
to hire people unqualified 
for job openings ‘‘for ap- 
parent political reasons.’ 
Another person who had 
overcharged the town was 
being ‘‘protected,”’ he said. 

Following the town 
meeting vote to deny 
counsel funds, Griggs had 
requested funds from the 
board of selectmen. They, in 
turn, offered the use of 
O’Brien. 

Lyons said last week he 
couldn’t support O’Brien 
because he is a law partner 


of Town Counsel Alfred - 


Daniels, and Olesen said he 
felt O’Brien wouldn’t be able 
to keep politics from getting 
in his way. . 

Recent committees had 
used Town Counsel, but the 
present committee sought 
special counsel last year 
after then-Committeeman 
William Lane brought the 
‘‘secret meeting’’ case 
against them. They subse- 
quently transferred $5,000 
from other accounts for 
legal counsel for the current 
school year, and hired At- 
torney James Murphy at a 
retainer of some $400 a 
month. 

Murphy is winding up his 
duties with the committee 
and last week said that $5,- 
000 wasn’t enough’... ‘‘to 
give opinions, go into court 
when you feel you want to, 
and tackle every lawyer in 
the county is you happen to 
be mad at every lawyer in 
the county.”’ 

Olesen, a sales represen- 
tative for the Courier Cor- 
poration was elected to the 
school committee in March, 
1974, and leaves 18 months 
unserved on his term. He 
had previously served three 
terms on the Cambridge 
committee.
